Over 200,000,000 
bushels will tie demanded by the Old 
World, and the shipment of this 
enormous bollc is taxing the capacity 
of the railroads and grain carrying 
vessels on the lakes, ol cansl-hoats 
and ocent steamers to the lullest ex- 
| tent 

Ol the vaiious routes to the seaboard, 

I the one via the Great Lakes, from 
Chicago, Duluth, and other distribu- 
ting points to BufTilo. and by tile 
KrieCanal to New York, is the cheap- 
est. While the railroads are more ex- 
! peditious, they ate more expensive; 

I but the nceJa of the present year 
I have provided and unusual amount 
| of business for all. The importance; 
of the great inland waterway is exem- - 
1 ptificd this year in the handling ol a 
large portion of this important busi- 
ness with such speed and economy as 
I to make us marvel in the great j 
achievements of modern commercial 
enterprise. 

To show the increasing importance j 
of the lake traffic, the total tonage on 
J the 20th of June lost was 1,410,103, 
an increase of 86,000 tons since last 
year; while Michigan is second unly 
to New York among the States in the 
nunberot verse's it owns, having 
1132. with a total tonage 477,602; and 
Ohio is third, with 558 vessels aud | 
390,052 tons. 

Twenty five or thirty years ago the 
buld of the grain trade on the lakes ' 
was done in wooden sailing-vessels — | 
high sparred, last sailing, three mast- j 
ed schooners aud barkentines — gayly ;

| ern steel construction, many ol them 
among the finest models of Americans 
built merchant- vessels , 

At present there are nearly seven 
hundred vessels engaged in carrying 
grain on the lakes, the newer ones. 

] having a capacity of over 100,000 
bushels, whilethere isone new steam- 
er, tlje Umpire City, which carries 
i8o'ooo bushels in bulk, which is 
considerably more than any vessel 
engaged in carrying grain on the 
ocean.— [Harper’s Weekly.

It CotlNlHlH of Slave-, m ilt. Ilnlile- nu,l 

Children for Small I tinnue. 

Any rcritnl of recent currency experi- 
ences would be Imperfect that fulled lo 
call attention to certain anomalous fis- 
cal troubles that linve lately befallen the 
prople of one of the negro slates of west- 
ern Africa, and which have not yet 
passed Into history to an extent thnt 
they merit. 

As Is well known, the governments 
of the leading states of Europe, with 
a view of Increasing their commercial 
advantages through the acquirement 
of new markets, have, within a com- 
paratively recent period, greatly In- 
creased their territorial domains and 
government in nnd over what is regard- 
ed as uncivilized Africa. Thus the Brit- 
ish government Is rapidly occupying a 
vast tract of territory geographically 
known ns Nlgrltn, from the circum- 
stance thnt it is traversed by, or is con- 
tiguous to, the ancient and once mys- 
terious ltlver Niger; and one of the 
Nigritinn kingdoms that has most re- 
cently, and after considerable fighting, 
pnssed under British rgij^autl European 
Plena nnd enterprise, 'Is that of Nupe, 
which through a considerable Arab pop- 
ulation is to an extent a commercial 
country — and lo whom the advent of the 
English was probably not unwelcome. 
The currency of this kingdom nnd its 
population wns mainly slaves, with. In- 
ferentlnlly. slave babies nnd children 
serving ns subsidiary money media. 

It might nlso perhaps be inferred 
that white babies would be considered 
n counterfeit circulating medium and 
octoroons bimetallic. Tlic carrying 
round of two or tlirco babies to make 
change would certainly be rather diffi- 
cult, and when they cried ft might be re- 
garded us on account of Inflation. But 
anyway a serious financial difficulty is 
reported to be impending in Nupe; for 
as the British government does not 
sanction or tolerate slavery the inter- 
esting question has naturally arisen: 
What are the people of Nupe going to 
do for money, or rather for currency? 
Will <1 party arise, as in the Cuited 
States, who will manfully contend for 
the maintenance of the "dollar of their 
fathers?” Will trot some “Nupenn” 
Bryan set forth in fitting language the 
wickedness of the demonetization of 
funner Nttpean currency? 

What better use can Senator Teller 
make of his disquisition on the benefits 
that accrued to the ancient Spartans, 
when they substituted iron money in 
place of their former cattle, cow nnd 
pig currency, than to send a large num- 
ber of copies of it for general distribu- 
tion on the banks of the Niger? How 
the heart of ex-Senator I’efter, of Kan- 
sas. nnfst rejoice at the historical vindi- 
cation of his axiomatic financial princi- 
ple that "it matters not of what money 
is made orwhat its Intrinsic value is!” 

Would It not be the part of wisdom 
for President McKinley to Instruct Ids 
monetary missionaries, after they hnvb 
got through with their search in Eu- 
rope for information about currency 
around the tables of royalty, to journey 
forthw ith to West Africa, visit Nupe aud 
learn from the Nuprnna their opinions 
ns to the effect of cheap money, contin- 
gent on n successful slave hunt; and 
also whether their former money hud 
not much to commend it by reason of 
Its remark able properties for (leg) cir- 
culation? It certainly could not hare 
stniil long iu one place without watch- 
ing.— David .V. Welts, In Harper's 
Weekly.

Frankfort, Oct. is — Many calcula- 
tions are upset by a decision of the 
Court of Appeals in an opinion hand- 
ed by Chief Justice Lewis to day. All 
those communities where local option 
the result of old local acts, was in 
luce imagined that they became 
“wet" again on September 28 last, 
and that the law under which they 
were “dry” stood repeated on that 
day, becanse of provisions ih the new 
Constitution and the alleged con- 
struction of the new law by the Haz- 
zlerig opinion of a year or so ago 
The opinion of to day in substance 
says that the main portion of these 
old local option acts, however purely 
local, is not affected by the decision, 
which has been misunderstood. A 
complete abstract of the present opin- 
ion is as follows: 

William Stanijwm etc., vs. Com- 
monwealth ot Kentucky. — Filed Oc- 
tober 15, 1897. Appeal lrom Catter 
Circuit Court (To be reported.) 
Opinion by Chief Justice Lewis, af- 
firming. 

First — Appellent was indicted Hnd 
convicted tor unlawfully selling 
spirituous liquors contrary to "An 
act to regulate the selling, procuring 
or giving of spirituous, vinous or 
any intoxicating drink in the county 
of Carter, approved March. 1886.’’ 

It was admitted upon the trial that 
a vote of the people had been taken 
upon the proposition of selling such 
liquor and that a majority had voted 
against it, and at the time of the 
' offense it was unlawlul to sell such 
liquor according to this sptcial act. 

, But the question raised now is, does 
| uot Section 61 of the Constitution, 
and Chapter 81 of Kentucky Statutes 
| repeal the special act of 1886 and 
thereby render prosecutions under it 
' ineffectual. 

Section 61 of the Constitution reads 
as follows: “The General Assembly 
shall by general law provide a means 
whereby the sense of the people of 
any county, town district or precinct 
may be taken as to whether or not 
spirituous, vinous or malt liquors 
shall be sold, bartered or loaned 
therein, or the sale thereof regulated. 
But nothing herein shall be construed 
to interfere with or to repeal any law 
in force relating to the sale or gift of 
such liquors. All elections on this 
question may be held on a day other 
than the regulaf election days.” 

This section literally interpreted 
left alt the local laws like the one un- 
der consideration wholly intact and 
in full operation, but it was manifest- 
ly intended that in the peifortnance 
ol the duty erjoined thereby, the 
General Assembly would necessarily 
have an exercise power of miking 
the required general law comprehen- 
sive of the whole subject and enforci-- 
ble uniformly throughout the Com- 
monwealth.

Up 
togfirg t> press Hayden had not 
been < nested. 



This was done by the act of March 
10, 1894 — Chapter 81. Kentucky 

Statutes — which not only provides 
for the means of taking the sense of 
the people of each county, town, dis- 
trict and precinct on the question un- 
der discussion, but this general law 
is made applicable to and paramount 
in every such local subdivision of the 
State in reipecttothe conditions of 
holding the elections and how often 
they may be held, the class ol persons 
excejited and conditions upon and ex- 
tent to which they are excepted lrom 
the operation of the law and also the 
manner of enforcing and the penalties 
tor violation of it. 

It is manifest that this general law 
has the effect to supersede all local 
laws ou the subj ect, aud carries out 
the policy of uniformity in character 
and administration which was the 
leading idea of the framers of the 
Constitution. But section 61 of the 
Constitution provides “nothing here- 
in shall be construed to interfere with 
or repeal auy law in force relating'to 
the sale or gilt ot such liquor,” and 
in this case it is held — That section 
61 of the Constitu'ion is reconciled 
with the other provisions ol the Con- 
stitutions, in accordance with which 
the general law ol March 10. 1894 
was enacted, and exists, and that 
such law has not nullified the effect 
ol elections held under ihe special law 
applicable to Carter county and that 
such saleot liquor therein is unlawful 
and will remain r.o until another 
election be held with a different result 
and according to the nrovisions of 
the general law. now in lorce. 

It is understood here that iti many 
counties and precincts heretofore dry 
under old local acts it was taken as a 
matter of course that the old acts 
stood repealed, and preparations have 
been begun or completed to open up 
saloons pending any attempt to get a 
vote aud a new restriction under the 
general local optiou law. 

Ol course theactive "wets" in these 
counties and communities will have 
to pull in their horns and those that 
have sold liquor since the 28th will, 
if prosecuted, have to pay the penalty 
which the higher court says is uni- 
foim, whether the law violated is the 
general local option law or an old 
local act. 

It may be possible that to-day ’# 
opinion has a bearing also on the ex- 
tent to which old corporation charters 
are affected by section 573 Kentucky 
Statutes, which section went Into ef- 
fect the aSilj <f September last.

Adam Smith was born Lock and 
North taught that it was at absurd to 
to make laws fixing the ptice of mon- 
ey as to make laws fixing the ptice ot 
cutteily and broadcloth.” 

That Win. fenuings Bryan like his 
misguided predecessor, William 
Lowndes, "was not in the least aware 
that a piece of metal with the stamp ot 
the Government on itwasncouimooity 
ot which the price was governed by 
the same laws which govern the pi ice 
ol a piece ot metal fashioned into a 
spoon or buckle, and that it was no 
more in the power of Parliament 
to make the kingdom richer 
by calling forty cents a dollar than 
to make it larger by calling a turlong 
a mile.” 

That "he had a considerable fol- 
lowing composed partly by dull men, 
who really believed what he told 
them, and partly by shrewed men, 
who were perfectly willing to be au- 
thorized by law to pay one hundred 
dollars with eighty" and partly by a 
hoard of office seekers whose con- 
sciousless ambition would not halt at 
the sacrifice of country. 

That “any man of plain under- 
standing might have known that 
when the State treats lull weight coin 
and light weight coin as equal in val- 
ue, the latter will drive the former 
out of circulation"— a natural law 
known even to Aristophanes, when 
Hyperbolus was robbing Athens of 
her reason, and Cleon of his purse, 
while both were charging crimes 
against their fellow Greeks. 

That “amid the public distress one 
class, the bankers, greatly prori'ered." 
Tliat "the helpless masses were cruel- 
ly ground between one class who 
would give money only by ih i’cs and 
and another who would t ike it only 
by weight.” 

That “the labour lound that the 
bit of metal, which when he hid re- 
ceived it, was called a dollar, would 
hardly, when he wanted a pot of beer 
or a loat of bread, go for a quarter." 

That "It may well lie doubted 
whether all the misery in Acted on 
the people in a quarter ol a century 
by bad Kings, bad Ministeis, bad 
Parliaments and bad Judges, was 
equal to the misery caused in a single 
year by bad money." 

For as atrocious as was the great 
crime of 1873, when silver was slab- 
bed, and jabbed and banged about, 
even at the dead hour ot midnight, 
when grave yards yawn for victims, 
"it did not prevent the conTmon bus- 
iness of life from going on." Indeed, 
the monumental tragedy was so se- 
cret, so insidious it took seventy 
millions ot the most alert and en- 
lightened people, something over 
twenty years to discover the diabol- 
ical deed. Wnat a nation of Pinker- 
ton's we are. Surely crime must be 
ou its last legs, while our honor and 
independence were sold to loreigu 
powers, and our chartered rights in- 
vaded by infamous Lombard anl 
Wall streets. Whether Republicans 
or Democrats, Protestents or Jesuits 
were uppermost “hundreds and 
hundreds of thousands ol good honest 
families tailored, traded, ate their 
meals and laydo.vn to rest in com- 
fort and'security ; the gtainger drove 



his beast to market; the grocer 
weighed ou. his currants; the dressir 
measured oft hi- broadcloth; the hum 
of the buyer and seller was heard as 
ever in the town; the harvest home 
was as joyously as ever celebrated In 
the humble hamlet; the cream over 
flowed the pails ol Cli shire; the np- 
pic juice f« lined ill the ptesses of 
Herefordshire; ibe piles ot crockery 
gleamed in the i niiaces of Trent and 
the bari ms o e.<d rolled fast el mg 
the Tyne Bnt when the great in- 
strument ol exc, i.mge wm deranged 
all trade, all industry was smitten as 
with p li.-y," and thus would repeat 
ed history l.e 11 told. 

In the na lie ot reason and an en- 
lightened age. may we not learn 
something from and avoid some ol 
the dangeis ol the past. Surely we 
may! Sutely we have; het.ee .1 free 
silver corjise — “we think we l now 
one when we se it,” and may we not 
venture, "tis the very witching time 
ol night when church yards yawn for 
their own.

There lire uo greater economic acro- 
bats tbnu the silver Democrats now giv- 
ing exhibitions In thin country.
